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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/17/03 has 
been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Miyauchi (JP 2000-198190)*. 
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* Miyauchi's U.S. Patent No. 6,280,017 has been provided only as an English language 
translation of JP 2000-198190 and for purposes of clarity sections of the translation will 
be referred to in this rejection. 

Miyauchi discloses all features of the claimed invention as follows: 

• A carriage [1 ] 

• A carriage circuit board [1 7] having a connector [1 0] 

• Said connector [1 0] having a pressurized pin [1 2] formed of metal 

• Said carriage circuit board [17] being attached to an inner wall of said carriage [1] 
on a side opposed to the recording head [14] 

• A carriage cover having a guiding portion [4] 

• A hiding portion [2] 

• An electrothermal converting element [column 6, line 49] 

• A detection portion [20].
